and showed 
by the 
ic cords ol the diffeient institutions 
that 
they 
weie 
exaggerated 
and 
misleading 
and could not have been 
made if anyone had 
looked 
up the 
records 
During the course of his remarks 
the governor was frequently inter- 
rupted

met many

In the evening he addressed 
the 
people of 
Safford and 
many others 
who came to hear him from the sur 
r unding towns 
For a time 
it looked 
as if the 
rain which 
had set 
in about 600 
oclock 
would pi event the meeting 
buttheciowd 
came just the same 
and 
the rain 
was 
over 
about 
the 
time the governor started to speak 
830 oclock 
Governor 
Hunt 
was introduced 
by John F Weber 
chairman of the 
Giaham County Democratic Central 
Committee 
in 
a few 
well 
chosen 
remarks 
The governor was 
in good 
voice 
and began 
his remarks 
by stating 
that he had 
not intended 
to make 
an active campaign 
but that the 
fact that his opponent had 
made 
many charges of mismanagement of 
State institutions 
all of which were 
laid at his 
door 
and 
that 
these 
charges 
varied 
according 
to 
the 
community 
he was 
in 
he 
had 
se ¬ 
cured Dr Hughes speech verbatim 
and decided 
to answer the charges 
and defend his administration 
In defense of his position on cap- 
ital

he stated 
that he 
was nut in favor of capital

As to his attitude 
on the saloon 
question 
he stated that his record 
as a member 
of 
the 
Territorial 
Council showed where he stood 
He

to stop gambling

these measutes had become laws 
In regard to the statement given 
out by Dr Hughes 
in which

serted that Arizona
